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Hail Suppression Plan In Operation 


No Damage

sion generators were put into opera- 
tion, This part of the story appears 
elsewhere on this page.) 

When you live in one of the worst 
hail areas in North America and have 
lost your’ entire crop almost every 
year for the past 10 years, you listen 
when somebody trots out a new- 
fangled gadget called a “hail sup- 
pressor,” 

It might work, it might not. The 
machine operators are cautious and 
some farmers are downright dubious. 
But more than 800 grain men in the 
Kneehill and Mountain View muni- 
cipalities, 60 miles north of Calgary, 
have been willing to gamble $23,000 
on the chance that it might do the 
trick, 

One of them is Tom Morris of 
Didsbury, “If it succeeds, it will be 
the greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened to agriculture in Alberta,"’ he 
skys emphatically, 

And if it doesn’t? The hail-weary 
farmers will shrug it off and con- 
tinue to hope. They feel that a lost 
battle is better than none at all. 
“It's come to the point where we had 
to do something, take a chance,” 
another man explained. They're the 
first in Canada to do so. 

Stan Sifferman, A Denver me- 
teorologist who is among those con- 
ducting the test for the farmers, 
stresses the experimental aspects of 
the project. “We don't guarantee 
anything,” he explains, “least of all 
to eliminate hail. They'll continue 
to get hail] here, they can’t help it, 
what we hope to do is reduce the 
severity of it.” 

The appearance of the hail sup- 
pressor does not inspire any great 
confidence, either, It stands little 
more than three feet high and con- 
sists simply of an encased motor-dri- 
ven hopper which burns off coke 
into the air. 

Less simple is the reaction it seeks 
and the principles of physics in- 
volved, Sifferman explains it thusly: 
“The coke is impregnated with silver 
jodine which, when burned off, rises 
into the air as minute iodide crystals. 
These enter a cloud and attract 
moisture from it, dispersing the 
moisture into smaller drops than 
would normally form and diffusing 
the energy which forms clouds over 
a wider area.” 

In this way, the machine seeks to 
“suppress” the formation of large 
cumulus clouds. Ideally, the result 
is smaller clouds, smaller hailstones 
and softer hailstones, 

Results are stil] not conclusive on 
these tests but they're encouraging. 
Fruit ranchers at Auburn, Calif,, 
have had this protection for two 
years, and according to Sifferman, 
harvested their biggest crop in his- 
tory in 1955. 

Similar tests have been going on a 
Medford, Ore., for three years and 
the farmers there are satisfied

The possibil- 
ity of a hail-bearing south-west wind 
is considered with one or two instal- 
lations as far south as Cochrane. 

What makes the Kneehill-Moun- 
tain View such a bad hail area? 
Topography is the main cause, Sif- 
ferman explains, “Sharp vertical 
currents, combined with the sun's 
heat, produce pockets where cumulo 
nimbus (cumulus) clouds can breed.” 
These sharp upward currents are 
caused by wind currents striking 
the height of land in the area, he 
added, 


Wind velocity is also a factor, es- 
pecially in the force and damage of 
the hailstorms. “It's even possible 
that the Columbia icefields ‘about 
60 miles away could have a bearing,” 
he suggested. 


Farmers in the area have long 
noted that a hailstorm tn late Sep- 
tember is always folled immediately 
by frost. It’s never been satisfac- 
torily explained but many link this 
phenomenon with proximity to the 
icefields, 

Six agents, three from each muni- 
cipality, were appointed to collect 
the funds. They were H. E, Howe 
of Swalwell, Jim Bishop of Three 
Hills, Ed Kober of Trochu and Tom 
Morris, Roy Gale and Roy McNaugh- 
ton, all of Didsbury.

farmers outside the test area who 
would not benefit directly but de- 
sired to see the experiment made.
